1. Robert Onion, 32 Years of 


Age, born of honeſt Parents in Lon-

caſt Accotapts, fit for Buſineſs, and 
was likewiſe inſtructed in the Prin- 
ciples of the Chriſtian Religion. 
When he was of Age he was bound 
to ferve the Governor of Autigua, 
and accordingly he went thither, and 
erv'd his Maſter faithfally Seven 
Fears, and he having been taught

at School, in Reading, Writing, and 


he had a hundred or two hundred 
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Book-keeping, which he underſtood. 


very well, which induced his Maſter 
to entruſt him to keep his Books 
and to look after his Merchandiſe, is 
ſelling and diſpoſing of his Goods, 
in which Capacity he gained Appro- 
bation, and when out of his Time 
he traded ior himſelf: During the 
Time of his Servitude, and tranſ- 
acting Bulineſs for himſelf, he faid 
he had 1av'd 700 J. with which he 
deligh'd to trade with and encreaſc 
his Stock ; accordingly he purchaſed 
Goods, which he iipp'd on Board 
a Sloop for M a, but they 
had rot taild far, betore they were 
taken up by a Frenth Guard de 
Coſta of Fliſpanioia, or tixzrcabouts, 
who cg end oi the Ship, and ſtript 
Onion of all, lcaving him neither 
Cloaths nor Goods; 'theſe Pyrates 
having kept and treated him barba- 
rouſly for ſome Days, they at laſt 
gave him a Coat and a- Crown in 
Money, and then ſet him aſhore u 

on St. Euſtacia, an Iſland belonging. 
to the Dutch, where they treated 
him very civilly and kindly, many 
of the Inhabitants being Britiſß Fa- 
milies, and almoſt all of them ſpeak- 
ing Engliſb, he let up an Engliſh 
School, and taught Reading, Writing, 


Arithmetick, and Book-keeping, ia 


which Way he ſucceeded very well, 
the People of the Country encoura- 
ging him, ſo that jn a ſhort Time 


=} 
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Scholars, and was obliged to employ 
an Uſher or two for Aſliſtants. 


In this Station, thoſe of the Neigh- 


bourhood ſhowed him great Reſpect, 
and he lived very well; yet old 
England till was in Onion's Mind, 
being of an unſettled and roving 
Temper; accordingly, he left the 
flouriſhing Buſineſs in Euſtac ia, and 
returned to England, having to the 
value of two hundred Pound and up- 
wards in Money and Goods. 


He underſtanding Merchants-Ac- 
compts, was employed here in ke 
ing the Books of ſome Merchrant, and 
eminent Shop- Keepers, and in this 
Station, while he behaved well and 
attended his Buſineſs diſcreetly, he 
wanted nothing, dreſt well, and kept 
up his Credit; but ſoon wearied of 
doing well, he frequented the Play- 
Houles, took to bad Company, eſ- 
pecially lewd Women, to whom he 
was too much inclined, and in a ſhort 
Time ſpent all his Money; and all 
theſe Things concurring, precipitated

Night ſtaying out too late, when he 


came Home his Father corrected him 


ſeverely for it; being incenſed at it 


to ſuch a Degree, that he left his Fa- 
ther, not letting him know where 
he went, and got into a Country 
Gentleman's Service, and ſince that 
Time he never returned to his Fa- 
ther, but ſerv'd ſeveral Gentlemen 
of Reputation, both in Town and 
Country; but thinking to get bet- 
ter Services at London, induc'd him 
to leave the Country and-come up. 


In all the Places which he liv'd in 
he prov'd honeſt, and wrong'd no 
Body, but acquir'd the Character of 
a faithful Servant; and as to- the 
robbing the Reyd.

Wretchedneſs of their State, and the 
Importance of the great Work they had 
to perform, was ſet before them in 
Terms moſt likely to affect them. Their 
dreadful Condition was repreſented to 
them, as they had forſaken the only 
Fountain of Happineſs, and were Htrau- 
gers to the Covenant of Promiſe, having 
ro Hope, as they had liv'd entirely c- 
out God in the Merld. 

I endeavoured to make them ſenſible 
of this their wretched and miſerable 
State; and to conſider, that as they had 
all their Lives neglected their Souls, and 
theic future everlaſting Good, it was 
highly neceſſiry that they ſhould re- 
double their Care and Diligence in im- 
proving the ſhort Space of Time that 
was before them, to ſaving Ends and 
Purpoſes. And as the Image of God 
was deſtroyed in them, and they had 
liv'd all their Days in Enmity to God 
and Goodneſs, they were inſtructed to 
cry mightily to. God, to be filled with 
a due Senſe of the Evil of their paſt 
Courſes, and that clean Hearts, and 
upright Spirits, might be. renewed in 
them. : 

Samuel Badbam and John F:fter, ha- 
ving been convicted of Murder, they
